Greater Victoria yesterday fell slightly below the average in¬ 
vestment necessary each day if she is to reach her $5,000,000 Vic¬ 
tory Loan objective by to-morrow night. While a daily average of 
$170,000 is essential for ultimate success, investments yesterday 
amounted to $164,650. This brought the city’s total up to $4,663,- 
706, which is $336,294 below her objective and $1,463,706 above 
her quota. During to-day and to-morrow, therefore, $336,294 must 
be invested. The heads of the loan organization are confident that 
this will be done. * 

The Victory Oomb. 

“The great Victory Loan comb is working to perfection, ” 
General Clark, Island Loan Chairman, observed to-day. “The 

salesmen are now making their final 
effort, for to-day and Saturday re¬ 
present the last hours of the cam¬ 
paign. They have made a stern re¬ 
solve to reach that Five Million mark 
and then to go well over it for good 
measure, but they know that it Is 
going to be hard work. 

"We can make the objective by 
to-morrow night, but we will have to 
speed up. We are not there yet. 
Every citizen must get behind that 
button. We need every dollar if, as 
last year, Victoria.is to keep faith."

the loan drive Is speeding up on the 
Island outside Victoria.

A delegate to the conference intimated to the correspondents 
here that such great pressure had been suddenly brought to bear 
upon the conference that it would be impossible to attempt to ne¬ 
gotiate a peace with the Bolsheviki. Reports here are that the 
pressure came from Great Britain and France.

Wilmington, Del., Nov 14.—Fear¬ 
ing enraged citizens might attempt 
to lynch three negroes charged with 
murdering one policeman and prob¬ 
ably mortally wounding, another in 
Wilmington, police last night rushed 
the prisoners to Philadelphia. The 
negroea, Lem, James and John Price, 
brothers, were being held in the cen¬ 
tra) police station here. 

The police have been Instructed to 
prevent the assemblage of crowds. 
Rifles and machln guns are at police 
headquarters. The sale of firearms 
in the city has been stopped, and ne¬ 
groes have been warned to keep off 
the streets. 

Guns Stolsn 

The murdered policeman was 
Thomas Beebly. Harry Pierce, the 
wounded policeman, was shot three 
times and is not expected to live. 

The shooting occurred when the 
two policemen went to the Price home 
to Investigate the stealing last week | 
of scores of guns from a gun store.

Federal Election Campaign in 
Australia Now in Full 
Swing 


Important Scheme For Lim 
ited Liability Company Is 
Outlined 


London, Nov. 14.—The Sydney cor¬ 
respondent of The Morning Post says 
election campaign in 


the Federal 
Australia is now fairly launched and 
there is every prospect of a hard fight 
for the soldiers’ vote. The executive 
of the Returned Soldiers' Association 
seems solid for Premier Hughes, but 
the organization is still loose and 
many of the rank ffnd file are uncer¬ 
tain. 

Apparently the soldiers’ vote will 
decide between the two parties. In a 
few cases farmers’ candidates are 
splitting the votes for Mr. Hughes. 

Gratuities. 

A battle has raged for two weeks 
over promised gratuities totalling 
£25,000,000. Mr. Hughes offered 
bongs redeemable at a subsequent 
date, while Mr. Ryan, Opposition 
1 Leader, offered cash. Thereupon, Mr. 
Hughes offered cash to those'in need 
of it, but appealed to the soldiers to 
accept bonds from patriotic motives. 
Now, however, Mr. Hughes has dis¬ 
carded the compromise, having an- 
| no>jneed at Adelaide that the banks 
have agr**ed to cosh the bonds on de¬ 
mand. Tho honds would be issued 
when Parliament meets. 

Several returned soldiers are can¬ 
didates. including generals, junior of¬ 
ficers and non-commissioned officers. 
Ithey are all of the Nationalist Party.

The 
youths, Alfred Sturve, aged twenty, 
son of a naturalized German, and 
Jacob Sacks, whose father is a nat¬ 
uralized Russian, refused to observe 
the minute of silence in honor of sol¬ 
dier dead on Armistice Day.

A $50 BOND CAN BE BOUGHT FOR 
$5 DOWN AND REMAINDER IN YEAR 


Paris, Nov. 14.—The German dele¬ 
gates- charged with signing the pro¬ 
tocol regarding execution of the ar¬ 
mistice terms are expected in Paris 
Monday. 


Though the three-week loan drive will end to-morrow, 
generally speaking, the people of Victoria, loan officials 
state, have not discovered that a $50 Victory Bond can be 
purchased for $5 down and $5 a month for ten months, and 
a $100 bond for $10 down and $10 a month for ten inonths;

HIGHER WAGES FOR 

RAILWAY EMPLOYEES 

Montreal, Nov. 14.—It wa* an¬ 
nounced by the Canadian Railway 
War Board that an agreement pro¬ 
viding for Increases in rates of pay 
and certain change* In working con¬ 
dition* waa signed yesterday by the 
Board, on behalf of the railways con¬ 
cerned, and by the officials of Divi¬ 
sion No. 4, Railway Employees' De¬ 
partment, American Federation of 4 
Labor, which Includes In Its member¬ 
ship Canadian railway employees en¬ 
gaged In the locomotive and car de¬ 
partments. j 

The agreement was signed on be¬ 
half of the Board by the Chairman of 
Its advisory committee. Grant Hall, 
and for the employees by F. J. Tailon, 
Frank McKenna and Charles Dickie, 
president, vice-president and secre¬ 
tary, respectively, of the labor or- 
ganiation. 

Negotiations which culminated in 
the agreement completed yesterday 
were commenced in May last Th* 
employees asked for a general In¬ 
crease of seventeen cents an hour. 

The new agreement provides for an 
Increase of four cents an hour to men 
engaged in locomotive work and nine 
cents an hour for those engaged in 
the car repair shops. These rates 
are effective a* from May 1 last 

Changes in rules pertaining to 
working condition* go Into effect on 
December 1. 

The new agreement affects ap¬ 
proximately 5.000 railway employees 
in Canada. ,

Replacement of values so 
impaired demands additional expen¬ 
diture of materials, time, labor and 
brains and absorbs energies that 
might otherwise be applied to com¬ 
mercial and industrial progress. 

No Conception of Wasto. 

“The majority of people have littfe 
conception of the extent of fire waste 
in Canada or its significance to 
themselves, their neighbors and the 
country at large. Fortunately, pub¬ 
lic opinion is manifesting signs of 
awakening from its erstwhile atti¬ 
tude of torpid Indifference. * It is be¬ 
coming increasingly recognized that 
destructive fires are preventive, and 
they are largely due to inexcusable 
carelessness, and that the natural 
carefulness of property owners has 
been undermined by a system of in¬ 
surance which indemnified Individual 
negligence at the public expense. In 
I every province other than New 
Brunswick organisations have been 
I established and programmes of action 
I promulgated by which It ia hoped 
| to bring about a large measure of 
reform. Fire ntarshal laws are now 
I in force In Ontario, Quebec, Mani¬ 
toba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, British 
Columbia, Nova Scotia*and Prince 
Edward Igland. The governments 
of New Brunswick alone has taken 
no action, but I hope to> have this ora- 
misston rectified at the next sessions 
of the Legislature of that Province. 

Extent of Less. 

“Without burdening you with 
elaborate statistics. It may be in¬ 
structive briefly to consider the ex¬ 
tent of fire waste In Canada.

W. T. McDonald, Provincial Live 
Stock Commissioner of British Co¬ 
lumbia, who presided, introduced 
George Hoadley. M.F.P.. of Okotoks, 
as the "creator of the new Canadian 
industry of producing horse meat for 
human consumption.” 

Nothing Like Mores Moot. 

"People who know about horse 
meat say there is nothing on earth 
like horse meat for giving vigor and 
inspiration,” he said. 

• Do we realise what livestock in 
the higher sense means?*’ he -on- 
tinued. "No man in my judgment 
can be a real successful breeder of 
high class stock undess he Is a lover 
of that class of animal, unless it is 
a delight to his eye. If he is that and 
is industrious, he Is successful. When 
you are dealing with livestock you 
are dealing with the backbone of 
agriculture. Other countries have all 
necessarily gravitated towards live 
stock and mixed farming. It Is the 
solution of the proverty <'f the land, 
which comes from constant repeti¬ 
tion of crop. It Is the only absolute 
insurance to the farmer. The people 
In Alberta are up against It this year, 
because they haven't a thing to 
sell, having no livestock and depend¬ 
ing only on wheat.” 

British Columbia's Dairy Possibilities 

Hon. John Oliver, Premier of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, welcomed the Union 
on behalf of the people of British 
Columbia. 

"Ther% is no part of Canada more 
interested in livestock than British 
Columbia, because of our climate and 
soil," he said. "In the Fraser Valley 
the conditions are ideal for dairying | 
and on Vancouver Island, you have 
some of the finest herds on the con¬ 
tinent of North America. All the 
way up Vancouver Island through 
the famous Comox Valley you have 
ideal conditions for dairying. On 
the Queen Charlotte Islands you 
have the ideal cattle country. In 
the earJy days there were cattle turn¬ 
ed loose there and they remained 
wild and supported themselves for 
thirty years. People had to go out 
and organise hunting parties and 
shoot them before it was safe to 
settle there.”

Council Is Removed; Allot¬ 
ment is $180,000

Victoria has virtually accepted its 
|180.©00 allotment under the Federal 
Housing Act, the amount to be drawn 
in four equal instalments distributed 
every three months. This arrange¬ 
ment was concluded yesterday after¬ 
noon at a conference between city 
representatives and Premier Oliver in 
his capacity as Acting Minister of 
Lands. 

The only point over which there 
was any dispute on the part of the 
City CouAcil was that the city was 
required to accept the whole of the 
1180.000 allotment within three 
months. The above arrangement, 
however, removes this obstacle, and 
there is now no reason why the hous¬ 
ing scheme should not be carried out 
without any further delay. Alder¬ 
men gangster, Patrick and Johns 
were the city’s representatives at 
yesterday’s meeting, and they form 
the special housing committee ap¬ 
pointed by the Council to bring In re¬ 
commendations. 

The new arrangement is under dis¬ 
cussion at a special meeting of the 
City Council this afternoon, at which 
the Johnson Street bridge agreement 
Is also being dealt with. 

If the scheme is adopted by the 
Council, the Housing Committee is 
ready to go ahead with organization 
for the allocation of funds to return¬ 
ed soldier applicants.

HOW THE FIGHTS ARE 
• STAGED IN GERMANY 


A New York dispatch gives an in¬ 
teresting account of how fight tour¬ 
naments are staged in Germany. Ac¬ 
cording to the writer. Best or Mat¬ 
thews or any other couple of hard 
hitting Victoria newsboys would put 
up a stellar bout compared with 
some of the heavyweights who are 
matched in a Hun padded circle. 

The spread of boxing to countries 
which previous to the war were not 
familiar with the ring game has re¬ 
sulted in a number of novel inci¬ 
dents viewed in the light American 
pugilistic traditions, says the writer. 
Berlin has been the scene of be¬ 
lated attempt to develop the fistic 
art and at a recent series of contests 
the announcer gave a little harangue 
in advance, pointing out that os Ger¬ 
many wanted to be on even terms in 
all sports, boxing as fostered by 
French. English and Americans had 
been introduced. 

The first pair of boxers came re¬ 
spectively from Berlin and Vienna 
and weighed in at 115 and 120 Ger¬ 
man pounds respectively. The Ger¬ 
man pound is one-tenth heavier than 
the American. It was characteristic 
that no two boxers weighed the same. 
One was invariably heavier and had 
the advantage. 

The first victim, after putting up 
a fair show for two rounds, ran afoul 
of a wild swing of his opponent, and. 
so crude was the opponent, the 
“swipe” was with an open glove, and 
was really nothing more than a slap 
In the face. They were eight-ounce 
gloves too. 

Couldn't Stand Gaff. 

Down went the “boxer" who had 
done so well for two rounds. He 
took the count of nine, rose, and in 
a few seconds went down again, from 
a blow that could not have been 
more than a tap. He seemed to have 
lost courage, and though he was 
never "foul" or anywhere near it, he i 
lost all Interest in fighting, and 
obediently perched himself on elbows 
and knees as tlje referee counted him 
out. 

The last bout was very short and 
sweet, principally because the far 
heavier man was a German who had j 
lived in Ban Francisco for a long i 
time—Hans Breltenstraeter he called 
himself on the programme. Hans 
showed Just a bit of class, and the 
knowledge that he had been in Amer¬ 
ica and presumably knew something 
about boxing evidently awed his 
eight-pound lighter opponent. 

It was soon after the opening of 
the second round that Hans hit 
Friedrich a tap on the chin, and he 
promptly gave up the ghost. He was 
no more “out” . than the other de¬ 
feated pugilists. He had had enough, 
and he lay quite quietly until "ten"

David Thobum said that some 
horsemen were- boosting their own 
particular breed and running down 
other breeds to the disadvantage of 
all. 

"Although so many tractors have 
come into use during the last few 
years, I never knew of so great a de¬ 
mand for high class horses." said J. 
D. McGregor, of Brandon. “Good 
horses are hard to find and when you 
do find them you have to pay re¬ 
munerative prices. This campaign 
of the manufacturers will seact." 

"The great stimulus to breeding 
good horses is to find an outlet." said 
John Graham, M. P. P., of Carberry, 
Man.

. B. C. MOST STRINGENT 
ON TUBERCULOSIS 


System in Fighting Disease in 
Cattle Most Thorough in 
Canada 


Through the tuberculin test, *Brit- 
ih Columbia haa cut down the par¬ 
entage of tuberculosis infected cat- 
le from 15 to 8.2. W. T. McDonald, 
•rovlncial Livestock Commissioner, 
old the Western Canada Livestock 
Jnlon at the Empress Hotel. 

The Union passed a resolution en- 
proing the plan of the Hon. 8. F. 
'olraie. Minister of Agriculture, to 


establish accredited herd*, and the 
executive committee of the Union was 
instructed to map out further action 
to eradicate the disease among Can¬ 
adian cattle. 

Mr. McDonald declared that pure¬ 
bred cattle, supposedly free from dis¬ 
ease, purchased on the prairie# had 
been found to have tuberculosis when 
brought to British Columbia and 
tested. He said, that the British Co¬ 
lumbia anti-tuberculosis system was 
the most extensive and thorough in 
Canada. At first livestock men in 
the east protested against the rigors 
of the system here, but now they are 
endorsing it because of its success. 

Tuberculosis is now spreading 
through hogs in Canada, Mr. McDon¬ 
ald declared. 

Mr. McDonald explained the com¬ 
pensation plan under which a pre¬ 
mium is assessed on each animal to 
compensate the owner of the animals 
that were destroyed. He said he was 
pussled why people object to the use 
of mfat from a carcass inspected and 


found to be slightly infected, but they | 
will not object to meat that had not | 
been inspected at all. 

J. D. McGregor, of Brandon: W. C. 
McKIIHcan, of the Brandon Experi¬ 
mental Farm, and H. A. Craig, Deputy' 
Minister of Agriculture for Alberta, 
emphasized the advantages of the 
tuberculin teat. 

Sam Shannon, of British Columbia, 
advised Prairie breeder* to clean their 
herds if they want to be patronized 
by British Columbia breeders. 

Alderman Sangst$r. of Victoria, 
urged that it should be made illegal 
for a breeder to sell an animal which 
showed tuberculosis reaction under 
| the tuberculin test.

property. The Insurance companies 
create nothing; they are merely the 
trustees of a common fund. The con¬ 
tribution to this fund must at least 
equal the demands upon it Only os 
fire losses decline over the whole 
country, can Insurance rate* be ap¬ 
preciably reduced. The property 
owner, as a rule, considers the ques¬ 
tion of insurance as affecting only the 
policies upon his own property, and 
ignores the fact that every Are In 
Canada is represented in the premium 
he pays, and that every article neces¬ 
sary to his living or pleasure likewise 
bears a due proportion of the Are tax 
in its cost. The amount of this 
general charge is indirect and diffi¬ 
cult to determine, and therefore the 
consumer pays it unquestioningly. A 
loaf of bread bought at a retail store 
is loaded with the Insurance cost of 
the retail store, the bakery, the flour 
warehouse, the flour mill, the ter¬ 
minal grain elevator, the country 
warehouse, the farmer's barn, as well 
as transportation insurance during 
its journey from the wheat fields to 
the domestic table. All this the ul- 
tlpnate consumer pays, and none can 
edcape. Every fire loss occurring 
from Halifax to Vancouver impover¬ 
ishes every individual In the country, 
hampers the wheels of Industry and 
destroys in part the security which 
is back of our national credit. Rec¬ 
ognition of this phase of the Are waste 
problem is fundamental to reform. 

“All attempts ,to reduce fire losses 
in Canada have so far been applied 
in three directions, via, correction of 
the habits of ’the people by education, 
improvement of properties by finan¬ 
cial inducement and adoption of ele¬ 
mentary safety measures by local 
legislation. 

Educational Propaganda. 

“L Educational propaganda has 
been largely confined to general state¬ 
ments relative to the extent of Are 
waste and to the promulgation of 
warnings, calling for carelessness in 
respect to more common Are hasards. 
The fruitlessness of these efforts is 
indisputably evidenced by the present 
situation in Canada and it is even 
more clearly demonstrated in the 
United States, where Are prevention 
movements hav- been in existence for 
a score of years. Mr. Franklin Went- j 
worth, secretary of the National Fire 
Protection Association of America, 
thus summarizes the situation: ‘For 
many years we have devoted our-■ 
selves to the consideration of Are 
hasards and the instruction of the 
common understanding in the subject 
of fire waste. While we have been 
painstakingly and laboriously work¬ 
ing, the national ash heap has been 
steadily augmenting, until we find 
ourselves with the results of our un¬ 
selfish labor on our hands, facing Are 
losses greater than those of all the 
world, and facing a public which is 
wholly indifferent to them. In view 
of this experience we may conclude 
that fire waste conditions require a 
more salutary discipline than a pre¬ 
sentation of facts. Seventy-live per 
cent of all fires originate from causes 
that are fully comprehended by nine- 
tenths of the people. Education 
should not be disparaged on that ac¬ 
count, but its limitation should be rec¬ 
ognized. No concrete gain will be 
achieved so long as our attempts to 
prevent fires remain in the realm of 
perusian instead of being transferred 
to the realm of individual duty en¬ 
forced by the sanctions of the law. It 
is largely waste time to strive to edu- : 
cate individuals, and particularly 
children, against carelessness that 
may conceivably result In fires. What 
is needed is to educate the public in 
* the idea that, prima facia, fires are 
not accidents, but that the majority 
of Ares are due to the acts or omis¬ 
sions of individuals who are morally 
responsible for the costs they Inflict 
upon the community at large. 

Physical Improvement a 

"2. Of recent years the insurance 
companies operating in Canada have, 
through the financial inducement of 
lower rates, attempted to bring about 
physical Improvement of properties 
with a view to limiting fire losses. No 
one can sincerely question the fact 
that the companies, solely for their 
own beneft, if for no broader reason, 
earnestly seek to learn the true causes 
# of fires. From my own experience, I 
know that important Information re¬ 
lative to the condition of practically 
every property in Canada is system¬ 
atically gathered and used for rating 
purposes. There appears to be no logi¬ 
cal reason why such information 
should not be also used by some pub¬ 
lic authority to compel improvements 
and thus prevent fires. It is obvious 
that the mere penalizing of defects 
by increasing insurance rates does 
not remove the defects. The strong¬ 
est advocates of schedule rating ad¬ 
mit that the financial Inducement of¬ 
fered for improved risks has brought 
about no appreciable reduction In the 
fire loss. The reports of the Domin¬ 
ion Superintendent of Insurance show 
that the burning ratio of insured 
property is practically the same to¬ 
day as twenty or thirty years ago. It 
must be recognized that the insurance 
companies cannot arbitrarily press 
drastic requirements upon the pub¬ 
lic. because the public is too suspi¬ 
cious of the companies to support 
such action. In addition, there Is a 
poiqt beyond which the prevention 
of fires may be inimical to the In¬ 
terests of the companies, and they 
are naturally not disposed to pro¬ 
tect the public interest to their own 
disadvantage. It is generally admit¬ 
ted that if Insurance were not ob¬ 
tainable. fire losses would be greatly 
reduced. Insurance policies can only 
be secured from Insurance agents, 
and the Government should demand 
that the thousands of agents scatter¬ 
ed throughout Canada know who and 
what they are insuring,’ and so con¬ 
duct their business as to prevent fires 
as well as reap their commissions. 

Existing Regulations. 

-3. Existing laws in Canada as af- 
waste are in. the ma in 


loos* unrelated, l a c king in uniform¬ 
ity and centralized authority, and 
generally neglected in enforcement 
Fire marshal lews have been enacted 
In six of our provinces,, but they are 
of limited scope, and for the most 
part are effective only in connection 
with the gathering of statistical data 
and the investigation of incendiary 
fires. In Quebec, no provision has yet 
been made for administration. In 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan enforce¬ 
ment Is in the hands of the Superin¬ 
tendent of Insurance. In Ontario and 
British Columbia special fire preven¬ 
tion officials nave been appointed. A 
vigorously and fearlessly administer¬ 
ed fire marshal lew in each province 
is fundamental to a properly organ¬ 
ized fire prevention movement, but 
it is absolutely eeeentlal to success 
that It be free from political interfer¬ 
ence. Other than the existing fire 
marshal acta, the only laws In respect 
to fires are the statutes prescribing 
safe exists from buildings and the 
permissive powers conferred upon 
local authorities by the various muni¬ 
cipal acts. The latter are mainly gov¬ 
ernmental evasion of responsibility. 
In sixty per cent, of the municipali¬ 
ties In Canada no competent action 
has been taken under the powers 
granted by municipal acts, and even 
where by-law have been enacted, 
their provisions are seldom effec¬ 
tively and uniformly enforced. In 
one important city the building ordi¬ 
nance has been amended by the coun¬ 
cil in no less than twenty-seven In¬ 
stances during the past three years 
to permit influential ettisens to erect 
prohibited types of buildings. Con¬ 
demnation of a dangerous condition 
by a public official is. in many places, 
the signal for his immediate dis¬ 
missal Suspended by the threads of 
political partisanship or local influ¬ 
ence, the sword of Damocles hangs 
over the inspector who seeks to fair¬ 
ly apply the provisions of the law. 1 
mention these matters merely to em¬ 
phasize the fact that dead letter or¬ 
dinances engender a disrespect for 
law and order that cannot but effect 
the character of our ctizenshlp. We 
need to recognize the ancient truth 
that the law Is not the antithesis of 
liberty, but Its only guarantee. 

Little Progress 

In view of the increasing Are 
waste, it Is clear that very little Is 
being achieved by present attempts 
to cope with the problem. Spasmodic 
education Insurance Inducements and 
hlt-or-miss legislation are at most a 
trench warfare aimed at wearing 
down public Indifference. The dis¬ 
tant future may Justify these meth¬ 
ods, but the need for betterment is 
immediate. To secure results, we 
must first have a concerted plan of 
action. The problem of fighting Are 
waste is analagous to the problems 
of beating the Hun. 

Measures Already in Force 

"Let us briefly review the agencies 
that may be mobilized for this pur¬ 
pose," continued the speaker. "What¬ 
ever the national significance of Are 
waste, it is obvious that every Are is 
local in origin, and therefore amen¬ 
able to local treatment. Nearest to 
the local problem is the municipal 
fire department We tax ourselves 
to the limit to maintain Are brigades 
as effective weapons against Are 
i waste, and then, Instead of taking 
the offensive, we wait to be attacked, 
and, In Canada, waste the energies 
of over 4,000 men In a purely defen¬ 
sive Campaign. Efficiently organ¬ 
ised, unhampered by politics and giv¬ 
en adequate authority, our Are de¬ 
partments would prevent Ares as well 
as extinguish them. Every paid Are- 
man in Canada should be a fire pre¬ 
vention inspector, clothed with power 
to enforce reasonable laws with re¬ 
spect to the safe occupancy of build¬ 
ings. 

“Next to the Are departments are 
the Are Insurance agents, numbering 
in Canada from 10,000 to 20,000. These 
agents are supposed to inspect every 
Insured property at least once a year 
and report dangerous or defective 
conditions to their respective com¬ 
panies. Every agent should be com¬ 
pelled by law to periodically Inspect 
every risk he Insures and report de> 
fective conditions to the chief of the 
local fire department or provincial 
Are marshal, so that correction may 
be obtained. A small addition to an 
insurance rate for the maintenance 
of a fire hazard in & building may 
Justify an Insurance company in car¬ 
rying the risk, but it does not Justify 
the company to the Canadian public 
who pay the loss. The property 
owner, whose sole idea of safety Is a 
lower insurance rate, must be taught 
the duties of Canadian citizenship by 
more effective means. 

“Both the Are departments and the 
insurance companies are local; their 
consciousness and viewpoint are not 
concerned with the problem of Are 
waste outside of their own particular 
locality. They are separate, detached, 
unorganized units, like army corps 
without a base. Here arises the op¬ 
portunity and responsibility of the 
province as the co-ordinating and 
legislative unit. The office of Are 
marshal should be efficiently organ¬ 
ized In every province and vested 
with authority to enforce all stat¬ 
utes, ordinances and by-laws relat¬ 
ing to Are and Are prevention. There 
is no logical reason why every mea¬ 
sure affecting Are waste should not 
be incorporated into one general Are 
prevention law forming minimum re¬ 
quirements for the entire province. 
This law should be enforced locally 
by the municipal Are department un¬ 
der direct authority from the Are 
marshal or by an official appointed 
by the local authorities in places 
where no Are department Is main¬ 
tained. The Are marshal should, in 
a general way, supervise all Inspec¬ 
tion work, and should Issue Anal or¬ 
ders for the removal of dangerous 
conditions. With these measures 
properly enforced, I predict a reduc¬ 
tion of at least fifty per cent of the 
present Are loss. There is no mys¬ 
tery In preventing Ares. Every build¬ 
ing in Canada oan be made reason¬ 
ably, If not absolutely, safe. The 
property owner who Insures to cover 
hie neglect is not gambling with the 
insurance companies; he is staking 
hi* seif interest the iMmm«i> 


good in a game wbers the public al¬ 
ways loses. 

Prepsssd Measures. 

“Having established in our local 
fire departments and provincial fire 
marshal departments the legislature 
and administrative machinery neces¬ 
sary, to deal with fire waste condi¬ 
tions, the final question for consider¬ 
ation is the plan of attack. Here is 
the point where we have always fail¬ 
ed. Success in reducing fir* !<>•* *• 
a matter of tactics. Back of the 
local and provincial forces the Do¬ 
minion Government has established 
ray department to take the national 
view and co-operate with the pro¬ 
vincial governments In formulating 
a uniform plan of action. In order 
that there may be no overlapping of 
Dominion and provincial efforts, with 
Its consequent loss of energy and in¬ 
evitable irritation, we have outlined 
a definite policy, and that policy has 
been widely approved by provincial 
and municipal authorities in Canada. 
In general, the scheme for organisa¬ 
tion la as follows: 

‘•A fire prevention league, estab¬ 
lished under the fire marshal depart¬ 
ment in each province, will appoint 
local committees In every city and 
town of Importance. The particular 
functions of the league will be to 
create a strong local sentiment In 
favor of fire prevention measures 
and rigid enforcement of all laws de¬ 
signed to prevent fire* Public meet¬ 
ings will be arranged by the central 
executive of each provincial league to 
address such meetings. Ths carrying 
on of this work will be entirely pro¬ 
vincial, but my department stands in 
readiness to assist in it* Inaugura¬ 
tion, and thereafter to co-operate In 
any general scheme of publicity.*’ 
Hegvy Penalties. 

Describing a recent amendment to 
the Criminal Code, framed to make 
the public careful of fire, on pain of 
severe punishment, Mr. Smith said: 

“It is our belief that this measure, 
will bring about a prompt change 
of conditions in respect to fires. The 
provisions, at first sight, may ap¬ 
pear somewhat drastic, but to those 
who have given the situation serious 
consideration such measures appear 
abalutely necessary. 

"At the present time, all authori¬ 
ties agree upon one point: Some¬ 
thing must be done. That is so much 
gain. The next step Is: What must 
be done? In attempting to answer 
that question, many palliatives hav# 
been suggested, but no solution. The 
consensus of opinion is that fire pre¬ 
vention is a matter of elementary 
education, and that fires will mirac¬ 
ulously cease by placing text-books 
In the hands of school-children, us¬ 
ing picture films in theatres and 
writing newspaper articles dealing 
with the dangers of fir* That such 
efforts are foredoomed to failure is 
obvious. Are school children or the 
class of people which frequent mov¬ 
ing picture theatres responsible for 
Canada's fire waste? Records over 
a numbers of years show that more 
than 56 per cent, of the total fire loss 
in Canada occurs in leas than three 
per cent of the flree. Although In 
the year of 1918, 17,300 fires entailed 
an aggregate loss amounting to 338,- 
623,000, more than 323.236,000 or 69 
per cent, of that loss was caused by 
279 fires. Sixty-two flree In manu¬ 
facturing plants alone were respon¬ 
sible for a loss of over 314,600,000, 
or almost one-half of the total of the 
Dominion. 

“What la true of Canada is equally 
true of any specific locality in Can¬ 
ada. Last year the fire loss in Bri¬ 
tish Columbia amounted to approxi¬ 
mately 32,000.000 or 35.25 per capita. 
Of this tremendous loss 31.296,000 or 
61 per cent, of the total was occas¬ 
ioned by eleven fires in lumber mills 
and othsr large Industrial planta 
Losses in Vancouver alone accounted 
for over 75 per cent of the total loss 
in all city municipalities in the pro¬ 
vince. 

Big Fires That Count. 

“While fully appreciating the desir¬ 
ability of protecting women and 
children from the Incendiary, match 
and Inducing householders to main¬ 
tain reasonable cleanliness in cel^rs 
and basements, I do not hesitate to 
assert that these methods will nsver 
touch the fringe of the situation In 
the present generation. If the 12,000 
dwelling fires which occur every 
year could be eliminated, the aetugl 
fire loss of the Dominion would t>e 
effected by less than 5 per cent On 
the other hand, If some 300 fires 
which annually damage large mer¬ 
cantile establfshments and manufac¬ 
turing plants could be prevented, at 
least 65 per cent, of our fire waste 
would be avoided. And education or 
legislation to be effective must be 
directed, therefore, toward the real 
offenders—the business men of Can¬ 
ada. Through Insurance channels, 
they have hitherto evaded responsi¬ 
bility. Now that the future prosper¬ 
ity of the country is largely in their 
hands, they cannot, with clear con¬ 
sciences, neglect their public duty, 
nor longer permit the eight million 
people of Canada to bear the burden 
of their neglect and be indicted be¬ 
fore the world as a nation of care¬ 
less spendthrifts.”

American Secretary of Labor 
Asks Moderation Be 
Displayed 


Washington, Nov. 14.—Demands of 
union miners for a thirty-hour week 
and a sixty per cent increase in 
wages “are impossibilities and ought 
to be eliminated at the very begin¬ 
ning,” Secretary Wilson declared to¬ 
day ln opening the conference be¬ 
tween union officials and operators 
called by him to settle the differ¬ 
ences existing in the coal industry. 

Charles ton, W. Va., Nov. 14.—Three 
unauthorized strikes were preventing 
miners from returning to work in ten 
coal mines in the Kanawha field to¬ 
day. 

More than 600 miners in the Little 
Coal River district were said to be In 
open rebellloh against their leaders, 
closing six mines, and, according to 
reports, preventing other miners 
from working. 

New Agreement. 

Mflburn and R&raadge miners voted 
to stay away from the mines until a 
new wage agreement had been 
signed. 

From other districts reports reach¬ 
ed the Kanawha Association that men 
were slowly returning to work at 
approximately fifty per cent, of the 
union mines. 

8llght Increase. 

Chicago, Nov. 14.—Only a slight in¬ 
crease In the amount of bituminous 
coal produced throughout the United 
States was in prospect to-day. The 
miners generally showed a disposi¬ 
tion to await the developments of the 
meeting to-day at Washington of 
miners and operators, called by Sec¬ 
retary of Labor Wilson, to negotiate 
a new wage scale. 

Conference. 

Washington, Nov. 14.—At a confer¬ 
ence of coal miners and operators 
from the bituminous coalfields this 
afternoon. Secretary of Labor Wil¬ 
son, acting as mediator, hoped a last¬ 
ing settlement would be reached in 
the differences which led to the 
strike. 

Fuel Administrator Garfield has 
accepted an invitation from Secre¬ 
tary Wilson to attend and likely will i 
act In an advisory capacity. 

Reasonable. 

Both the miners and operators have 
Indicated their willingness to accept 
a reasonable adjustment of their dif¬ 
ferences. 

Success of the conference depends 
on all parties coming into the parley 
without commitments, fuel Admin¬ 
istrator Garfield said to-day. 

Another Case of 
Sleeping Sickness 
Found in Winnipeg 

Winnipeg, Nov. 14.—One more case 
of “sleeping sickness” waa reported 
to the health office to-day. 

Dr. G. Bell, head of the Bacterid- I 
ogical Branch of the Provincial Board j 
of Health, has sent notices to every 
doctor in the Province asking that all 
cases of the disease be reported im¬ 
mediately upon discovery. 

Five new cases. Including twp fatal 
ones, were reported to the city health 
office yesterday. This brought the 
total number of deaths to four.
